The cartogaphic stjde used to create this map of tlie Roman Empire from 250 - 500 
AD can best be desenbed as a pracbcal route map in ship form While distances 
between towns and posts are clearly represented the lack of direcbon and accurate 
diape to the land distoit tiie map leaii^ a certain amount of study needed to fully 
comjttehend the work. 

The original manuscript for tins am azii% map was made of 12 seebons in roll form 
and IS believed to have been made at Colmar in 1265. It measures over twenty-two

*1116 name'Teubnger Table” derive s from Konrad Peubnger, a Germ an humanist from

Ortehus had manusenpt copies made in 1598 from tiie raianal scroll and supervised
